MEMBERS OF THE OPEN-ENDED SUB-GROUP WILL HAVE SEEN THAT THE 
DRAFT SCENARIO FOR EXERCISE HILEX-8 AT REFERENCE ENDS WITH 
AN INCIDENT ON E-8. 

2. 1 ATTACHE HEREWITH THE REMAINING PART OF THE SCENARIO 
DRAFTED ON THE BASIS OF INCIDENTS SUGGESTED BY MILITARY EXPERTS.

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IT CONTAINS DEVELOPMENTS FOR THE WEEK PRECEDING THE START OF 
THE EXERCISE AS WELL AS THE SUGGESTED INPUTS FOR THE ACTIVE 
PHASE. 

3. THIS PART OF THE DRAFT SCENARIO IS BEING DISTRIBUTED 
ON A LIMITED AND INFORMAL BASIS AND WILL BE DISCUSSED, TOGETHER 
WITH THE TEXT AT REFERENCE, AT THE NEXT MEETING OF THE GROUP 
TO BE HELD ON TUESDAY 1 1TH IANUARY, 1977 AT 2.30 P.M. IN 
THE CONSULTATION ROOM.

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35. ON E-6, A SOVIET NAVAL EXERCISE, WHICH STARTED FOUR DAYS 
EARLIER; TERMINATES IN THE MEDITERRANEAN. SOME OF THE PARTICI- 
PATING UNITS PROCEED WESTWARDS WHILE OTHERS REMAIN IN THE 
AREA. ON THE SAME DAY, AN ASW EXERCISE (BETWEEN 17 DEGREES -19 
DEGREES E AND 33 DEGREES - 35 DEGREES N) IS ANNOUNCED IN THE

36. ON E-5, AN INCREASE OF 50 PER CENT IN THE NUMBER OF SUB-
